FORT ARTHUR AREA. 


[| In April 60% of the Soviet forces in Dairen and its suburbs were trensferred to 
Port Arthur. All building materials and goods were also taken away. Soviet 
troops dispositions and fortifications in the Port Arthur area are as follows: 
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a. 2600 Soviet soldiers are billeted in the dormitories of the former Japanese 
Engineering College in Port Arthur. On the athletic field are set up three hundred 
fifteen 11.5 om guns, ten field guns and twenty 7.5 om field guns. There are 3000 


_ Soviet soldiers billeted in the Senior Technical College in Port Arthur. On the 


athletic field fifty 12.5 om guns and fifty 7.5 em guns are set up. 


b. 4000 Soviet marines are stationed in Huangchinshan (See para.l1), Paiyushen, 
Hsichikuanshan (i $Y ‘Hh 24), Cheochiakou (#4 # fe) and Yenchang (121-19, 38-49), 
jn the vicinity of Fort Arthur. ‘hese marines are equipped with 25 heavy guns. 


ec. 150 Soviet coast guards are stationed in the vicinity of Pailantzutun (121-14, 
38-45) and Yenchang, five kilometers south of Port Arthur. They are equipped with B 
anti-aircraft guns, 2 heavy guns and 4 armored cers. : 


d. 250 Soviet soldiers are stationed at Nanshanli ( hy AP ) and Tengloutau 
KE #4 5- ), outside of Lactichshan (121-10, $844), nine kilometers southwest of 
Port Arthur. They are equipped with six 1.5 om anti-aircraft guns, 2 tractors and 
5 armored cars. 


3s, 100 Soviet soldiers are stationed at Yanrohiatun (12l-11, 38-47) Harbor, west 
of Port Arthur. They are equipped with three 7.5 om anti-tank guns, four 11.5 
om howitzers, 3 anti-aircreft guns and 5 armored cars. 


f. The Soviet Army Headquarters is at the former Japanese Engineering College in 
Tayangtung (< Pe *5| ) in Port Arthur. (See pare. a above). 
The headquarters code number is 62993. The Commanding Officer is FUCHUANLATE (Chinese 
phoneticization). The 6lst Regiment, 16th Regiment and a Special Regiment dre under 
his command. 


g. The 61st Regiment, strength 5000 men, is billeted in the premises of the former 
Japanese High Court, one kilometer northeast of Paiyushan, Port Arthur. Five 
mechanized guna are set up here, The 16th Regiment, strength 4000 men, is billeted 
in the First Middle School on Nei Ta Street (;%] # 445) in Port arthur. It is 
equipped with 30 trucks and 10 mechanized guns. The Special Regiment, strength 3000 
men, is stationed in Kuochieatien CF OR 18) (thuoohiatun) and Chaochiakou, at the foot 
of Paishihshan (@ ABP it, ) or Toshihshan C Zep uy ), near Port Arthur. It is 
equipped with 50 trucks, ten 15 cm heavy mechanized guns and ten tanks. 


he 7000 soldiers (?Soviet) are billeted in the former Japanese storehouse two kiloe 
meters northeast of Pulyinshan. 4000 Soviet soldiers are billeted in the former 
Japanese garages in the vicinity. 


i. 154 Soviet soldiers are stationed in the former Japanese ameunition dump in 
Shengchiakou (121-12, 38847), five kilometers south of Port Arthur, to guard the 
large quantities of ammunition and froodstuft's stored there. 


je 2000 Soviet soldiers are stationed near the former Japanese vegetable garden in 
Tienchiatun (121213, 36-46), west of Port Arthur. They are tilleted on top of the hill 
and in the valley. They have forty trucks, twenty-eight 10 om heavy guns and 300 horses. 


ko. Ten fortifications (type unstated) have been established in Itzushan (121-13, 
38-50), more than five kilometers west of Paiyinshan, Port Arthur. 500 Soviet 
soldiers having 10 heavy guns, are stationed there guarding the place. Hugé amounts 
of ammunition for type 34 caliber rifles are stored there. 


1. 2000 Soviet soldiers are billeted in the former Japanese hospital in 
Sunchiakou (121-14, 30-49), three kilometers west of Paiyinshan, Port Arthur. They 
are equipped with 70 motor vehicles.
